Visit of Mr. Thomas Kendall, with Two 
Chiefs, from New Zealand. 

Mr. Kendauu’s name is well known 
to our Readers, as one of the first. Set- 
tlers in the Bay of Islands, in. New Zeal- 
and. Accompanied by Shunghee and 
Whykato, two Native Chiefs, he sailed 
from the Bay, on the 2d of March, on 
board the “ New Zealander,” Captain 
Monro. They arrived in the Thames, 
after a lingering passage, by way of Cape 
Horn, on the 8th of August. 

Mr. Marsden had arrived at New 
Zealand, on his Third Visit:to the Isl- 
ands, on board His Majesty’s ship Drom- 
edary. | 
Mr. Kendall having resided. several 
years among the New Zealanders, and 
collected copious materials for fixing the 
language and preparing Elementary 
Books therein, it was thought advisable 
that he should ayail himself. of the ad- 
vantages which might be afforded to him 
in this country, for proceeding on sure 
principles in the important work of em- 
bodying the language of these large and 
populous. Islands... Arrangements hav- 
iag been acco:dingly made with Pro- 
fessor Lee, Mr. Kendall and his compan- 
ions have proceeded to Cambridge; Mr. 
Lee having very. kindly undertaken to 
render his assistance, during the leisure 
of the present University, Vacation. 

Mr. Kendall’s acquaintance with the 
anguage and manners of the Natives, 
and with the various circumstances of 
the Mission established among them, 
will also enable him to put the Commit- 


ite fully into possession of such facts as @doing—and the 


will best guide their judgment and de- 
cIsiOn. 

Of the two Chiefs who have accom- 
panied Mr. Kendall, the name of Shung- 
hee is familiar to all who have taken an 
‘terest in this Mission. He is one of 


the privcipal Chiefs at New Zealand ; 
and is oue of the Ileads cf a powerful 
Tribe, which possesses a large quantity 
of land at and near tne Bay of Islands. 
We mentioned, iv our last, his sale to the 
Society of 13,000 acres. He is of a 
manly aspect. His age is about forty- 
five: his Mother, who is now living and 
very old, having told Mr. Kendall that 
he was born seon after Captain Cook 
visited the Bay of Islands. Shunghee 
and his Tribe have always been friendly 
to the Settlers: his name has been often 
mentionedin the communications of Mr. 
Marsden and the Missionaries. He un- 
derstands somewhat of English, but does 
not speak it, ashe has lived very much 
with his own people, and his intercourse 
with the Settlers has been chiefly in his 
native . The late Duaterra was 
the Son of Shunghee’s Sister. aan 

Whykato is one of the Chiefs of Rang- 
hee Hoo, at the Bay of Islands. His 
age is about twenty-six. He has an open 
aud manly countenance. He under- 
stands English tolerably well, aud caa 
make himself understood therein, having 
had more intercourse with our country- 
men than Shunghee. Whykato and the 
late Duaterra married two sisters. 

Toot and ‘Teeterree are of differeat 
Tribes from these Chiefs, and now re- 
side with their respective T'ribes. 

The views and wishes with which 
Shunghee and Whykato have visited 
England will be best conveyed by them- 
selves, as Mr. Kendail wrote them down 
from their mouths, without any prompt- 
ing on his part :— 

They wish to see King George—the 
multitude of his people—what they are 
ness of the 
Their desire is, to stay in England one 
moath, and then to return. ‘They wish 
for, at least one hundred people, to ge 
withthem. ‘They are in w: a par- 
ty to dig the ground, in search of iroa—

an additional suinBer of Carpenters— 
and an additional number of Preachers, 
who will try to speak in the New Zeal- 
and Tongue, in order that they may un- 
derstand them. ‘They wish also twenty 
Soldiets, to protect their own Country- 
men, the Settlers ; and three Oliicers, to 
keep the Soldiers in order. The Set- 
tlers are to take cattle over with them. 
‘There is plenty of spare land at New 
ealand, which will be Seadily granted 
to the Settlers. Theseare the words of 
Shunghce and Whykato. 

At present, these interesting Strangers 
have little notion of our Holy Religion. 
They are the subjects of a subtle aud 
deeply rooted Supersiition, as yet very 
little understood in this country; but 
with the nature and influence of which, 
we hope, through Mr. Kendall, to. obtain 
such an acquaintance as will ‘enable us 
to place the affecting condition of this 
Noble Race in the true light—the finest 
natural dispositions, abused and held 
in bondage, under the datk and cruel 
tyranny of the God of this World! 





SERAMPORE. 


Extract of a Letter from Dr. Carey, 
dated Serampore, January 20, 1820. 


We have an inquirer in Calcutta of a 
singular character. He _ had resided at 
Kalee Ghaut for four years, having en- 
gaged ina vow of perpetual silence,which 
he had kept all that time. Afier that,a 
tract, I believe from Mr. Townley, found 
its way to him, which opened his mouth. 
When I first saw him, he had as many 
superstilious ideas as ever 1 knew aman 
have; but now lieappears to trust wholly 
on Christ, aud has nearly parted with all 
his nosirums. When he first walked up 
Calcutta with John Peter,several of the 
principal persons came down trom their 
houses, and prostrated themselves at his 
fect; but they soon discovered their 
mistake. He wore a number of Malas

(necklaces) made of snake’s bones ; ail” 
of which, with every other external ap- 
pearance of s:yperstition, he has cast off, 
and I think is truly a partaker of the 
grace of God.

Extracts of a Letter from Mr. Chater 
to Mr. Ivimey, dated Colombo, No- 
vember 12,1819. 


The translation of the sacred scriptures 
into Singhalese is still advancing ; when 
the Book of Genesis was complete: 1, the 
Colombo Auxiliary Bible Society put io- 
to our hands the Book of Psalms the trans. 
lation of which,and the Proverbs, is com- 
pleted. We are now going on with the 
fexodus; of which about one-half is 
translated. The printing has been ata 
stand for some months for want of paper; 
in consequeuce of this, the whole of the 
Books of Psalms is not yet printed. I 
still continue to labour considerably in 
the work of preaching, but I fear with 
very little success ; and especially in the 
languages of this country. 

My labours are at present considera- 
bly impeded by a heavy affliction with 
which this country is visited. The dis 
ease is the smuall-pox. Five thous«nd, it 
is said, have been carried off by it it 
Colom! bo; anditstiilrages. Many who 
have been vaccinated, “have taken it 
aud died. Our little congregation at tir 
Grand Pass is, for the present, quit 
vroken up, in consequence of it ; aud 9 
is one of ouc schools. All of them fee 
the effeetsof it. [have not heard of an) 
Europeans being affected with it, whic: 
perhaps is owing to their having bee 
properly effected “with vaccine indcalt 
tion. It is termed in Singhalese, mai 
eda, (the great sickness ;) anil nothiug 
isso much dreaded by the inhabitants! 
Ceylon as this disease. Among thew, 
especially in villages, if a person appeals 
to be affected with it, every one, evel 
his nearest relations, abandon him, ane 
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the house where he is, and leave him to 
his fate. One reason assigned for this 
is, thet the smell of this disease is pecul- 
jarly attracting to the tigers; and that 
the persons affected with it are almost 
sure to be carried off by them. Brother 
Siers told me, that a poor woman whio 
died with it at Hangwell, was dragged 
by the legs, by one or two persons who 
had previously been affected with, and 
recovered from the small-pox, and so 
thrown into her grave, anc the house she 
died: in, as I saw myself, was burned 
‘own. ‘There were several of my Sing- 

halese acquaintance desirous of joining 
our church before the small-pox broke 
out; and concerning two of them, I 
thought there was much reason to hope 
the best; but, at present, among the 
natives, every thing of this kind is ata 
perfect stand, and several plans I had 
begun to form relative to the schools, 

&c. have been completely disconcerted. 

Had [ time I would inform you all I 
knew relative to other Missions in this 
isand. Our Wesleyan friends and I 
hold our monthly meetings, as formerly, 
alternately in each other’s places; and 
live in all respects like servants of the 
same Master. ‘They print any thing I 
have to print on the most moderate 
terms. ‘lhe little books and tracts, of 
which I send you copies,as you will see, 
The 
Catechism, Mr. Clough, without my 

making the proposal, kindly oflered to 
print, on Condition of my merely allow- 
ing them to print some for the use of 
their own schools. 

With the American, and with the 
Church Missionaries, you know I have 
ever been on the best terms. [am sorry 
to inform you, that Mr. Poor does not 
enjoy good health ; but Mir. Richards,:

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PROGRESS OF SCHOOLS IN IRELAND 
From the Baptist Irish Cronicle, 


To the Committee of the Baptist Irish 
Society. 
GenTLEMEN—Last week I visited 
your schools in thiscounty, and embrace 
this opportunity of making you acquaint- 
ed with their present siate. The first 
school which | inspected is in Newson’s 
‘Town, about twenty miles from Cork. 
On my last inspection of this school a- 
bout six weeks ago, there were seventy- 
four children in it; but in consequence of 
the curses pronounced upon the parents, 
it is now reduced to twenty-one. Most 
of that number beiong to parents who 
knew that “the curse causeless shall not 
come.” I have reason to hope that this 
school will be revived, and that I shall 
again have the pleasure of seeing the cab- 
in well filled with happy-looking child- 
ren. But even on the supposition that 
this shall not be realized, we have the 
Satisfaction-of knowin that the society 
has been instrumental in doing good to 
those who were once inthe school Eif- 
ty-three children have been driven reluc- 
tantly from the school ; but while 
most of them had acquired the ability to 
read; many of them nad treasured upin 
their memories considerable portions of 
‘the incorruptible seed of the word of 
God, which liveth and abideth for ever ;” 
and all of them had,to say the least, ac- 
quired a knowledge of the elements of 
reading, so that a foundation is laid for 
their future pursuiis. An appetite is 
created, which, we hope, will not be sat- 
isfied without suitable food So that 
though. these children have been taken 
from the care of the society, we may fol- 
low them into futuge life with feelings 
which we shoul) not have had respecting 
them had they uever enjoyed tis ben: fit. 
I do not know ise who are the 
cause of breaking up our schools now 
and then, are net helsing us to givea 
wider diffusion to the cts we have in 
view, by dispersing the children as soon * 
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as thev hee Ve Deen ti vont to re id the 
word of file, and begin to acquire a relish 
for it, aud so makin n ior others, 


These remarks will apply to your 8,000 
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ehildren remaining stillin the schools of 
the society, and also to the 50,000 in 
the schools of the **London [Hibernian 
Society,” 
the Sunday School Society of Ireland. 
So that when we contemplate the aggre- 
gate of the good that is doing by differ- 
ent sOcieties in putting so many thou- 
sands in possession of that which is the 
power of God to the salvation of every 
one that believeth, we will not be dis- 
couraged by « little opposition ; we wil 
rather look upon it as a proof thai we 
are not labouring i: vain; wé will bless 
God and take courage. 

But [ intended to inform the Commit- 
tee, that I went to t' priest who injured 
the schools, order to ascertain the 
grounds of his disapprobation. His be- 
haviour was that of a gentleman, and 


worthy of a better cause than that of 


preventing poor children from reading 
the word of God. All he told me, how- 
ever, was what I was but too we law are 
of before [ saw him, viz that there is a 
rule in Ais church, by which poor child- 
ren (and adults also) are prohited from 
reading the scriptures. In the applica- 
tion of this rule he said he had “ no dis- 
cretion.” All he had to do was, as soon 
as he hears that the scriptures are read 
in any school in his parish, to act as he 
has done in this case, i. e. to give orders 
to the priest nearest the school to prevent 
the children from attending, by pro- 
nouncing awful curses on the parents 
that sentthem. I left this genteman 
with feelings of respect towards Aim for 
his candour and politeness, but with ut- 
ter detestation of the principles that dic- 
tate such a rule, and with gratitude to 
God that I do not belong to a church that 
leaves me “no discretion,” and thereby 
forces me to violate the command of the 
Saviour, “Call no men master upon 
earth.” Imay just add, that the gen- 
tleman in question informe d me, that in 
order to remove the difficulty between 
themselves and “those who have gone 
out from them,’ he has compiled small 
books from the scriptures, and other 


sources, which he thought I might intro- 
duce into the societies’ schools, at the 
same time promising to expunge any 
Shing of which I might disapprove, “that 
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and to the 50,000 in those of 
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would not imply.a compromise of prin- 
ciple on his part.” I am afraid, how- 
ever, that this latter part of the promise 
would lead me into a dilemma, which 
you will easily see. I intend examin- 
ing the books ; and provided there be 
nothing in them that is contrary to the 
scriptures, I should like to try the ex- 
periment of introducing them into this 
school, if the Committee should think 
proper.

Limerick, June 21, 1820. 

My Dear Sir—I arrived here last 
night from the County of Clare, where 
f have been preaching the Gospel, in 
specting the Schools, and paying the 
Masters and Irish Readers their salaries; 
for the early payment of which, at this 
distressing season of bank failure, they 
were very greatful to the Society. I 
sent inclosed their receipts. 

I have been to the sehools four times 
within these three months, as they re- 
quire constant attention, particularly 
when under opposition, prejudice, and 
lying reports. ‘They are attended with 
no small degree of anxiety, when their 
welfare, the prosperity of the Society,and 
the glory of our dear Redeemer, are at 
heart. Those, to whose care they are 
committed, require unwearied zeal, wis- 
dom, and prudence, and particularly the 
prayers of the people of God. The priests 
have issued in the most strict injunctions 
that the children shall only read the 
scriptures ouce a week, and commit none 
to memory. But all this is overcome. 
The children, such as are a’:le, constant- 
ly read the scriptures, and commit them 
to memory. In the Angknist School, 
twenty-one of the children have commit- 
ted to memory, since the {st of April, 
172 chapters, and the other schools have 
done the same in proportion. 

I am happy [ can say there is a great 
improvement in every thing. I bave 
been highly pleased in this inspection. 
The schools are filled with poor chil- 
dren, who would, in all probability, be 
left to perish in ignorance and in sing 
were it not for the Benevolent Society. 
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According to the Committee’s desire, 
T have been to Lady O’B. [have estab- 
lished one School for her Ladyship, the 
ist of this month, at Bodythe, where 1 
was very much wanted: there were 
eighty children in it yesterday. The 
geatlewoman under whose care Lady 
O’B. wished me to establish it, attends 
to it every day herself; and so does a 
Roman Catholic lady, (besides the 
master,) who does a II she can toimprove 
the children, and reads some of the best 
tracts for them. 

The priest spoke against the School, 
and tne lady’s conduct, last Sunday, on 
the alterat mass. The lady got up, and 
defended the School, and her own con- 
duct, before the congregation! The 
School i is continued, and likely to pros- 
per. It is kept at present in the Roman 
Catholic Chapel: but Mrs. O'C. (to 
whom Lady O° B. has given the School, ) 
will, with her frieads, build a school- 
house immediately. 

The other two schools, I am to estab- 
lish for the Ladyship the Ist of July, ac- 
cording to her wish, as she couid not till 
then fix upon the most imp oriant places. 
I intend going to-morrow to have them 
established by the 1st of July. Her 
Ladyship procured for me an unexpect- 
ed congregation, principally Roman 
Catholics, and was very glad I came. 
She was wishing, she said, at the time of 
my arrival, that the Lord would send 
some person. ‘The people were very at- 
tentive. One Roman Catholic said, 
that “no person should prevent him 
from hearing the word of God ;—for 
that, though the priests reproved them 
for this, they did not reprove them when 
they committed sin.” Lady O’B. wish- 
es very much for one, or more, Irish 
Readers. When I mentioned their use- 
fulness to her, she was much pleased ; 
and I promised her that I would request 
the Committee to send one into her 
neighbourhood. I am certain I d< not 
mistake, when I say, there.is not ove 
aominal Protestant in the County of 
Clare, to six hundred, or a thousand Pa- 
pists. In most of our schools in that 
County, there is not a siagle Protestant 
chill, and they are all in the most de- 
vlorable ign prance.

AMERICAN COLONIZATION SOCIETY. 

We copy the following melancholy account 
of ovr Intaut Settiement in Africa from the 
London Missionary KRezister. 

We have a distressing report to make 
ofthe state of the Infant Colony, which 
our American Brethren are attempting 
to establish on these shores. ‘The partic- 
ulars which we are about to give, have 
been communicated to us by Mr. James 
Doughen, the only survivor of all the 
Whites engaged in this undertaking. 

The Elizabeth, a vessel chartered, 
first by the Society, but ultimately by 
the Americai Government, for carrying 
out the Colonists, arrived at Sierra Le- 
one onthe 9th of March. ‘There the 
Augusta Schooner was purchased, for 
the purpose of transhipping the people 
and stores. ‘The Augusta was command- 
ed by Mr. Townshend, Midshipman of 
the American Sloop of War which was 
sent to cruize on the coast fora year; 
and she was manned by six men and one 
boy from the Sloop. The Elizabeth — 
proceeded to within twenty-five miles of 
Campelar, and the Augusta transported 
the stores and settlers trom the Elizabeth 
to Campelar. 

Campelar is a small island in Sherbre 
Bay, belonging to Mr. Kizell, whose 
name occurs frequently in the Journal of 
Mr. Mills. He is an African by birth ; 
and was one of the first Settlers, frona A- 
merica, at Sierra Leone. 

The Colony was to consist of four A» 
mericans ( Whites,) and eighty-two Col- 
oured People—men, women, and child- 
ren. ‘The Rev. Samuel Bacon, a Cler- 
gymen of the American Episcopal 
Church, and John P. Bank ison, Esq. 
were appointed Agents for the American 
Government in the astablishment of the 
Colony. Dr. Crozer, a Physician, ac- 
companied the Expedition, as Agent 
from the Colonization Society ; and Mr. 
James Doughen had the appointment of 
Architect. 

On the 20th of March, the Augusta 
reached Campelar. The transhipment 
immediately began. The exertions 
made in this work appears to have been 
greater thana due consideration of health 
would allow. The people are anxious

to get the stores landed at Campelar, to 
wait there during the present «aims, and 
then to settle on Sherbro Island. 

Mr. Baukson and Dr. Crozer were 
first seized with fever. Jn about three 
weeks Dr. Crozer died, Vir. ‘Townshend 
followed. Mr. Bacon being taken ill, 
was cartied from claptlar to Kent, at 

Cape Shilling ; but died, two days after 
his arrival, on the Sd of May. Mr. 
Baokson then fell a victim, and was fol- 
lowed by the six men and the boy who 
manned the Augusta. 

Uut of Twelve Americans, eleven 
thus, in this short space of time, breath- 
ed out their lives on the shores of Africa ! 

Of the Coloured People, fifteen died. 
Of the survivors, Mr. Daniel Coker, a 
Mulatto, who accompanied the Colony 
as a free emigrant, took charge; having 
been appoiated by Dr. Crozer, in the 
view of his own decease, Deputy Agent 
for the Society. Subsequently to the 
death of the leaders of the Lxpedition, a 
Palaver had been held with Ning Shere 
bro, Kong Couber his Son, and King 
Fara. It was settled that the people 
should remove from Campelar to Sher- 
bro Island; and should fix themselves 
near to Manno, a town on that island. 

Mr. Doughen, alter the melancholy 
loss of hiscompanions, proceede | to Sier- 
ra Leone, where he was received with 
great kindness by the Governor, Colon- 
ists, and Missionaries. He lett the Col- 
ony on the 2d of July, in the Brig Eliza- 

beth, Captain Speace, who kindly gave 
him a passage, and arrived in London 
on the 18th of August. 

Mr..Gacon was a man of distinguish- 
ed talents and piety.

With disgust and shame does she now 
look back upon her former Jewish fol- 
lies, and seeks her only comfort at the 
feet of her merciful Redeemer, Jesus 
Chiist. My heart leaps for joy in the 
Lord that he has given to my wife such 
a believing heart, ready to sacrifice her 
own will, ard to ‘follow the will of her 
God only. My children also are drawn 
nearer and nearer to the Lord. ‘They 
are led to reflect upon their natural de- 
pravity and sinful propensities, with 
deep shame and repentance, and they 
turn in the simplicity of their hearts to 
Jesus, with a serious determination to 
live henceforth to him alone, who by his 
blood has purchased them for his pro- 
perty. May the Lord be exalted for all 
his goodness and faithfulness he bestows 
upon me and my house, who has re- 
deemed our life from destruction, and 
crowned us with loving kindness, who 
has delivered us from Jewish darkness, 
and brought us te lis saving light.

Now I expect to receive in a short 
‘ime, if itis the will of the Lord, the 
holy baptism, myself and my whole 
zouse, and to pledge ourselves to faith- 
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fulness unto death. May, on the day of 
our baptisin, which probably will be the 
28th, the Holy Spirit will be given to 
us by the triune God, as our permanent 
leader on our way to life, that we may 
live in the faith, in Jesus our Saviour, 
gud be formed according to his word 
and example. Assist us, most honoured 
fathers and patrons! on that day with 
your warm iitercessions, that the faith- 
ful Shepherd with whom we enter into a 
covenant ef grace, may strengthen us, 
who are stili very weak, that we through 
his strength may follow the path we now 
enter upon; and that we may be his 
own, living in his kingdom under him, 

and serving him in everlasting ri ighteous- 
ness, holine ‘ss, and happiaess. 

Finally, I assure you, that it is my 
fall determination to follow the Lord 
with willingness ef heart wherever he 
will send me. You may therefore, in 
his name dispose of me, as you please, 
and J shall always shew yeu unlimited 
obedience. Tam fully convinced that 
the Lord will regulate all my cireum- 
stances in such a manner as he will find 
it convenient for myself and my family ;” 
and therefore I may be assured of his as- 
sistance, even under occurring difficul- 
ties.

My wife and my elder daughters had, 
when they were baptised, the same holy 
feelings, and have now, through the con- 
tinuing activity of the Holy Spirit in 
their souls, the testimony of being, by 
the grace of Christ Jesus, converted from 
darkness to light, from death to life, 
from sin to God, having by the holy bap- 
tism received the earnest of their heav- 
enly inheritance,and the seal of the Holy 
Spirit, they expect all good from God our 
heavenly Father; justified by faith in 
Jesus. they have peace with God, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.

Society, it will be my endeavour accord- 
ig to the advice of my dear spiritual 
father, the Rev. Mr. : 
the Stuttgard friends, to improve in the 
eemeutary knowledge of the German 
language, and in such branches of sci- 
ence in general, as are most requisite in 
well organized schools. I also shall seek 
opportanities to communicate these sci- 
ences to the yeuth, and to acquire a good 
method of instructing. An opportuni- 
ty of that Kind will perhaps be found in 
the Seminary for forming Schoolmasters, 
in which seventy or eighty pupils are 
prepared for the office of Sciioolmasters 
in tue kingdom of Wurtemberg. But I 
am very far from insisting upon a pro- 
longed residence here, if it should be 
contrary to the views of the Committee. 
Ready to follow with unlimited resigna- 
tiou every vocation as from the Lord, lL 
would only inform you of the manner in 
which I wish to employ my time, until I 
by you shall be directed as to my future 
destination. 

I beg to pay my humble respects to 
the venerable Committee, and to recom- 
inend me to their kind and paternal be- 
nevolence.

To the Foreign Secretary. 


At the time of Mr. Goldberg's baptism, the 
Rev. Mr. Herwig gave some account of his 
conversion, from which it appears that be was 
born inthe year 1780, in Upper Silesia, he 
was, in his early youth, by his parents destin- 
ed for rabbinical studies. and his education 
was directed to that effect But already at 
that period the merciful haad of God laid boid 
of hit to craw him to himself by bis unspeak- 
able ove. He was often inwardly excited to 
pray fervently to God, that he would show 
bim the true way to calvation His de-tre 
wa, still move stured up and s'rengthened, by 
a providential escape frou a premature death, 
and the pautul tilvess and departore of a 
youn ver brother. The zeal with which he 
had tevoted timsell to the explanations ot the 
law or the Talmud, was soon changed into 
sadness and disgust by the absurdity and offen- 
siveness of its contcnts. He, thereiore, pray- 
ed to God more repeatediy, to enlighten his 
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mind ; and be read the ward of Godin the 
Old Testament with increased a'tention.— 
Thereby be was more and more confirmed in 
his conviction, that the practice of the reli. 
gion of his fathers could aflord nim oo true 
peace for his soul. “ Lhe Psalins” (as he ex- 
presses himse!i) “inthe state of my mind at 
that period, were my greatest consolation ; 1 
read them often with attention until midnight: 
and those passages in the prophets, which de- 
scribe the earthly and spiritual happiness of 
israel in the day of the Viessiah, made me so 
enraptured, that | many times fell down apon 
my knees, and prayed with fervour tor his ap- 
pearance’ As he could not entirely conceal 
these emotions of his mind, and also neg- 

lected some Jewish rites, which are not of di- 

vine origin, he soon excited some suspicion, 
and was thereby deircrmined to leave his 
country. But along time passed away before 
he could get rid of his erroneous opinions of 
the sufficiency of natural religion, and of vari 

eus prejudices against Christian truth, This 
did not take place until be had settled at Neu 

wied, where, in the year 1501, he accepted 
the office of a private tutor in some Jewish 
families. Here, the sense of bis want of 
sound divine knowledge, and of peace of his 
heart by the same, was roused again by an 
event, which he relates as follows :—- 

‘(In the New Year's night, 1503, I, with sev- 
eral other Jews went from mere curiosty, in- 
to the chapel of. the» Moravian Brethren at 
Neuwited fore I, tor the first tim», heard of 
the nativity, the office, the sufferings, the 
death, and the resurrection of the Davioor; 
and seized by a solemnized feeling, my heart” 
flowed over in unspeakable joy and happiness, 
Deeply affected, I retired trom that sacred 
place, with an intention to return there very 
often ; and the impression felt upon my mind 
of the love of God to mankind, was so strong, 
that it followed me to the place of my re st, 
and cheered my sonl during my sleep. Yet 
that blessed impression vanished soon away, 
through my prejudices against Christianity, 
which I had iunbibed, and “tbrough the unbe- 
lief which bad taken root in my beart, ever 
with respect to the books of the Old Testa- 
ment. From that night, however, l eutertain- 
ed an increasing sense of the comfurtless va 
euum in my unprovided soul, though 1 re 
mained yet along time at a distance from the 
true way of life” 

It wasip August 1817, when alearned Jew, 
who Jately had returned from London, where 
he bad long been a schoolmaster, desired mi 
to call upon bim, and then he told me, in a 
warning tone, that a gentleman had been witt 
him that day who bad put this slrange ques- 
tion: Whether aay Jews pere would be in 
clined to read the New Testament in the He 


brew language? im which case they migut 
have it gratuitously ; but that be had sept Lim 


away with av auswer decidedly in the nega 
tive ble further rela.ed, that there existed tn 
Low lou, a lor 2g tune since, a Soc {¥ lor jro- 
moting Christianity among the Jews, and that 
it had friends and assistauts in other places. 
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one of whom, the gentleman just mentioned, 
must be, of whom. theretoure. we ought to be 
on our guard = This information produced in 
me a lively desire to get acquainted with that 
dangerous person For some time, mv out- 
ward cireuin-tances prevented me from satis- 
fying that daily increasing desire But at last, 
it overcame my objection-, and I ventured to 
call upon him at bis residesce. 

“It is fo this truly enlightened Christian 
and faithful servant and follower of Jesus, that 
our fmend here present is indebted for his de- 
liverance from his inherited prejudices avainst 
Christian truth He made him acquainted 
with the New Testament and such works as 
produced } in his mind a lively conviction of its 
divine oricin He shewed him the nature of 
genuroe Christian faith, both by his instruction 
and example, as-isted him, when doubts and 
objections arose in his mind, with the most 
seasonable advice; he made him, in one 
word, to feelin the most afectiog manuer, 
the eff cts of Christian charity; and our friend, 
most powerfully attracted by “his con versation, 
broueht nearer and neare r by him to the light 
of Curistias knowledge, and, under divine 
assistance. was led, with his whole house, toa 
fui determination to devote themselves to 
the truth which is in Christ Jesus, without 
any r serve, and by a public profession, and 
enils, with 200d reason, Uiis faithful servant of 
4esus, his spivitwa! father in Christ.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION, 


A brief account of a Revival of Reli- 
gion in Bolton, Coan. in 1519.— 
Communicated in the Rev. Mr. Par- 
mele, for the Religious Intelligencer. 


The Church and Society in Bolton 
have heen favored with the preaching of 
the gospel, for nearly a century past. 
During this period, they have enjoyed 
fhe labors of a settled minister, exce pt- 
ing about three years. ‘Their first min- 
ister was the Rev. Thomas White, who 
was Ordained in Oct. 1725, and deceas- 
ed in the 38th year of his ministry. He 
was favored with no special outpouring 
of the divine Spirit, excepting what was 
expenenced during the great revival in 
New-England, nearly 80 years age.— 
His successor, the Rev. George men 
was ordained in 1763, and deceased 1 
1$12,ta the 49th year of his ner ° 
He was favored with three special revi- 
vals. The first took place in the year 
1770. The second And the 
third 1799. 

After the death of Mr. Colton, the 
people in Bolton were destitute of a set- 
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tled minister for aboutthree years Dur. 
ing this period, they were favored with 
a season of the special o itpouring of the 
Holy Spirit, which continued, gradually, 
for more than a year, until this church 
and people were committed to my pas- 
toral care, in Nov. 1815. More than 
40 were added tothe church, during the 
years 1815 and 1816, as the precious 
fruits of this revival. In the two follow- 
ing years, there was but little religious 
excitement. Christians relaxed their 
exertions. The wise and foolish were 
slumbering together ; so that professors 
could scarcely be Gatageicns from the 
world. The influences of the Holy 
Spirit were so effectually quenched, that 
we were apprehensive his tender met 
cies were clean gone forever, and ie 
he would be favor: thle no more 
But the Lord has shown us, ‘that his 
arm was not shortened that he could not 
save, neither was his ear heavy that he 
could not hear. On the first Sabbath in Ja- 
nuary 1819 itappeared that the Lord was, 
in very deed,with his church while they at- 
tended to the ordinance of the Lord’s Supe 
per. It was a solemn, joyful season. 
In a public disceurse, the dealings of the 
Lord with his church, the past year,were 
particularly brought into view; and the 
enquiry, “ What do ye more than oth- 
ers ?”? was impressed upon the heart and 
conscience of professing christians. The 
assembly were attentive, and gave a list- 
ening ear; while some of the church, 
with the beginning of the year, made 
solemn resolutions that they would 
wake from their stupidity and pray for 
a revival. After this time, an unusual 
spirit of prayer appeared in the church. 
Meetings for this purpose were attended 
in three different districts, on Sabbath 
evening, through the winter. The 
church and many of the people assem- 
bled for prayer, on the Sabbath, in the 
intermission. 
came crowded and as solemn as the 
house of death. Our monthly concert 
was better attended than usual, and be- 
came much more interesting. A deep 
solemnity which we had not before wit- 
nessed, appeared on the minds of Chris- 
tians, while they were earnestly plead- 
ing for a blessing. They seemed te 
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yy, while wrestling with the Angel of 
he everlasting covenant, we will not let 
hee go, except thou bless us. 

During the winter, four persons be- 
ame hopeful subjects of grace. These 
were the first fruits of a more plentiful 
jarvest. ‘I'wo of them who were youth, 
om the first. Sabbath in March, made a 
public profession of their faith. About 

ihis time, we were greatly tried with a 
case Of discipline. ‘The member was 
proved to be intemperate.  Circum- 
stances were such, that we had little to 
hope, and much to fear. Notwithstand- 
ing it was the voice of the church, go 
forward. ‘The offender, for a time, 
manifested no signs of contrition, and 
we feared that excominunication would 
be the unavoidable consequence. ‘The 
general attention of the church was ex- 
cited, and the offender became a subject 
of fervent prayer. ‘The time was draw- 
ing nigh, when she must have been sepa- 
rated from our communion ; but to our 
surprise, as well as joy, she came for- 
ward and made a public confession, and 
wis restored to our fellowship. 

“The consequence of this case of dis- 
cipline, some of the church were excit- 
ed to greater watchfulness and fervency 
in prayer. And it doubtless had a ten- 
dency, with other circumstances, to pre- 
pare the minds of the church for greater 
blessings. 

While Christians were thus daily 
wrestling in prayer, for the salvation of 
sinners, and were committing the cause 
of religion into the hands of God, their 
faith and patience were brought to the 
test. Satan, as though aware that his 
kingdom was soon to receive an attack, 
rallied his forces, and marshalled his 
bands to make resistance. Iniquity 
rushed in like a floed. The youth, 
whom we expected would be awakened, 
if our prayers were answered, were 
geuerally never more dissolute. Their 
minds were supremely occupied with 
scenes of mirth and parties of pleasure. 
If they received any serious impressions 
en the Sabbath, or at a religious meeting 
during the week, they were soon banish- 
ed, through the influence of worldly 
companions and vain amusements. 

To counteract the influence of these 
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things, in the month of April, meetings 
were appointed for religious conversa- 
tion with the youth; which were gener- 
ally well attended, and soon became in- 
teresting. At one of these meetings, 
eight or ten of the south were alarmed 
with a sense of their sins. ‘Their con- 
victions deepened until they became 
overwielming : and, within a few days, 
they were brought to rejoice | n hope. 
This spread conviction, like an electric 
shock, through the society of young 
people, until it was evident the Lord had 
appeared, in his glory, to build up Zi- 
on. The volatile youth could no longer 
resist the influences of the Holy Spirit 5 
but in deep solemnity were daily enqui- 
ring what they should do to be saved. 
Vain amusements were entirely suspend- 
ed. Scenes of pleasure were forsaken ; 
and the trifles of time were lost in the 
awful concerns of ssamualian No object 
could divert the anxiovs mind, from en- 
quiring the way to life. It became ne- 
cessary, in order to satisfy the minds of 
the people, to attend a religious meeting 
almost every day in the week. ‘Lhe af- 
ternoon and evening of our election in 
May, which is generally spent, by young : 
people, in vain amusements, was devo- 
ted lo religious meetings. Scenes of 
mirth were now turned into seasons of 
mourning for sin, and carnal joy into 
heaviness. The work of conviction 
spread so rapidly that those, who on one 
day were secure in sin, or were oO} posing 

the influences of the Spirit, on the next 
were brought to tremble before God. 

The convictions of the Holy Spirit, upon 
the heart and conscience, were powerful 
and searching. Those under conviction 
had such discoveries of the depravity and 
pollution of their hearts, the justice of 
the law, and their desert of punishment ; 
as effectually deprived them of all hope 
of salvation in their present state ; and 
which led them, in agony, to cry jor 
mercy. 

Recourse to a few examples will bet- 
ter illustrate this fact, than any other de- 
scription. An instance of conviction 
occurred, of a person more than sixty 
years old: she remamed appare nily 
stupid, until after her sister had obtained 
a hope, and publicly professed religion 
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She was struck with the reflection, one 
shall be taken and another left. “ Con- 
viction so overwhelmed my mind,” to 
use her own language, “ I felt as though 
my soul and body must separates sleep 
departed from my eyes, by night and 
day: if f attempted to rest my weary 
limbs, by nighi, on my bed, it appeared 
as though I were suspended over hell, 
and I durst not close my eyes lest I should 
be there before morning. I spent sleep- 
fess days and nights in walking my room, 
and begging for mercy. 1 was c mfident 
this was my lastcall. I was an old sin- 
ner. I had lived through four revivals 
mn this town, without religion. I thought 
I should never live to see another ‘This 
was the last call; now or never.—Iin 
this manner my convictions continued 
antil, I trast, t found rest in Christ.” 

Auother instance of a young man, 
who, at the commencement of this revi- 
val, did not believe it to be the work of 
God. The effects be saw produced on 
others, he ascribed to a different cause 
from religion. I or a time, he declined 
attending our conference meetings, al- 
though frequently urged by his friends. 
One day, as he had business out of town, 
he was requested to return by the way 
of the conference, in the evening, and 
eonvey some of the family home, who 
expected to attend. He ace ordingly 
consented. He did not arrive at the 
mecting until after the exercises had 
eommenced. The house was so filled 
that he could find no seat, and was obli- 
ged to stand during the exercises. ‘The 
speaker, however, soon caught his at- 
tention, who was discoursing from these 
words of the Saviour, ** Le Son of man 
ve come to seek, and to save, that which 
ras lost.” While pathetically describ- 
mg the state of a lost sinner, he repeat- 
ed the word, lost, lost, lost ! 

‘The Spirit applied the word so close- 
!y to his heart and conscience, thou art 
this lost sinner, that he made the case 
his own. ‘The shock was so unexpect- 
ed, powerful, and sudden, that he could 
searcely stand on his fect, or refrain cry- 
ing out,God be merciful to mea lost sinner. 
ile went from the conierence convinced 
of sia. tle now believed there was a 
reality in religion, and that this revival 
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was the work of God, and not of map, 
On the following morning his convie. 
tions became so powerful, [ was request. 
edto visit him. Taccordingly went, and 
found him absorbed in deep reflection, 
lamenting his past sins, and expressing 
strong fears concerning his salvation. 
He had long lived an impenitent sinne r, 
and had committed sins so ageravated 
that it appeared as though there were 
no mercy for him. The family united 
in prayer, and [ departed. The young 
man continued under pungents convic- 
tion, until the following day, when by 
the grace of God his mind was relieved 
and became composed and joyful. He 
has since united with the church 
The convictions of the subjects of 
this work were deep, increased rapidly, 
and were of short continuance. Uncon- 
ditional submission was urged, as the on- 
ly ground of acceptance with God. And 
so soon as this was exercised, in most 
instances, the guilty sinner was filled 
with acclamations of joy. Another ex- 
pressed herself thus, “I attempted to 
pray for mercy, while in my sins, but 
my conscience flashed conviction in my 
face, What! will such a sinner as you 
attempt to pray? you are so vile your 
prayers will not be heard. I then felt 
the reasonableness of my condemnation 
su forcibly, that I took upon the side of 
justice, and plead the cause of God 
against myself. In this condition I soon 
found relief. 

May and June, with us, were inter- 
esting months. Most of the subjects of 
this revival became reconciled to God 
during this period. On the first Sab- 
bath in July, 45 united with the Church; 
nine of whom received the ordinance of 
baptism. ‘This was a day so interest- 
ing, that the solemu scenes which trans- 
pired, can never be forgotten. The 
youth, the middle aged, and the aged, 
composed this number. ‘They present- 
ed themselves before the Lord with one 
consent, and entered into covenant to 
serve him; while the still small voice of 
the Spirit, seemed to whisper to a lis- 
tening congregation, come and sce / 

Some families, during this revival, 
were remarkably favoured, and we trust 
they will never forget what the Lord hatk 
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yrought. Nine children in one family 
were brought to rejoice in hope in about 
Wwe months ; and six of them united 
with the church inoneday. In another 
fve or six children have become hope- 
jul subjects of grace. And many other 
families have great reason to praise the 
Lord for his wonderful works to the 
children of men 

Parents and children, in some instan- 
ces, seemed to listen to the gracious in- 
yitation, when they saw the storm of 
vengeance arising, ‘Come thou and all 
thy house into the ark, And we trust 
they will be enabled, in the future 
world, to say, with acclamations of joy, 
here are we, and the children thou hast 
graciously ¢ giv en us. 

On the first Sabbath in September 
21 united with the church, and two have 
been added since: making in the whole 
59. Five living in sectarian families 
have united with the Baptist church. 

A catechetical society was formed 
more than three years before this revi- 
val, for the purpose of instructing the 


youth in the doctrines of religion. It 
had excited considerable interest. A- 


bout 30 of the members of this soci- 
ety are now members of the church. 
The knowledge they obtained of the 
doctrines of grace before their conver- 
sion to God, was of great consequence 
to them while under conviction, and af- 
ter they were brought to rejoice in hope. 
It doubtless rendered their convictions 
more pungent and of shorter continu- 
ance. it entirely prevented an enthu- 
siastic spirit, which too often prevails 
in a revival; and those unhappy dis- 
putes on sentiment, which tou often 
perplex the minds of young converts, 
were happily avoided. 

The subjects of this work are of all 


ages, from 12 years old to upwards of 


sixty; but by far the greater proportion 
are youth, 

We would express our gratitude to 
those brethren in the ministry, who oc- 
easionally preached for us during this re- 
vival; and especially to Mr. Nettleton, 
whose labours were signally blessed.

AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

A Branch of this Sucietv was organized in 
the State of Vermont not long since, which 
has already met with considerable patronage. 
The Executive Committee have address: dthe 
friends of Religion, for the purpose of calling 
their attention to this important subject We 
muke a few extracts from the Address. hoping 
our readers will consider the appeal made ci 
rectly to themselves, 

Should nothing be done to check the 
progress of degeneracy, our children of 
the third and fourth generations will in- 
evitably experience “a famine of the 
word of life.” The inquiry, therefore, 
of every Christian patriot—of every true 
philanthropist, must. be, “‘ what can be 
done? how can the present deficiency 
be supplied? how, at least, can the in- 
crease of the evil be prevented r’—Ip 
may be said, that a general knowledge 
of the fact, that ministers in such num- 
bers are needed, will induce many pious 
parents, who are able to meet the ex- 
pense, to educate their pious sons for the 
work of the ministry. Ve sincere- 
ly hope that this will be done—that 
many will dedicate their Samuels and 
their ‘Timothys to the service of the 
temple, and train them up in the school 
of the prophets. But alter all that can 
reasenably be expected from personal 
eflort, the number of educated minis‘ers 
will remain altogether inadequate to the 
increasing exigencies of our ch nana 
Something must be dove, or the prese 
deficiency will never be supplied. Inc one 
there is every reason to apprehend, that 
the evil will continue to grow upon as, 
unless the aid of religious charity can be 
called in, and the combined resources ot 
benevolence put in operation, to check 
its progress. Something, indeed has re- 
commy been done for this purpose. ‘Ths 

State of Vermont, we believe, has th: 
honour of originating the plaw of an or 
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ganized Society, for the express purpose 
of aiding indigent pious young men in 
obtaining an education for the gospel 
ministry. ‘Phe “ Evangelical Society,” 
&c. was formed March 6, 1804; and 
our churches are now reaping the fruits 
of its benevolent exertions Since that 
period other local associations have ris- 
en up, and laboured with various suc- 
cess inthe cause. But still they have 
all been limited in the extent of their 
operations; and have effectually proved 
that small, detached sucieties, however 
disinterested in their views, and howev- 
er zealous in their labours, can do but 
little to excite public attention to the 
best of causes. It remained for the A- 
merican Education Society, which was 
formed about five years ago, to com- 
mence its Operations upon a_ plan sufii- 
ciently liberal and extensive to accord 
with the magnitude of the object. That 
Society, considering the date of its ex- 
istence, has accomplished much. When 
the last anaual report of its Directors 
was published, no less than 21y benefi- 
ciaries had been assisted by its funds. 
May we not, therefore, confidenily ex- 
pect, that, by its direct influence and 
the cooperation of its branches, the 
great work, thus happily commenced, 
witl be carried on with increasing vigour 
and success? It is true, the e, terprize is 
great; and it req uires a mighty effort. 
Evers portion of the country must be 
made to feel its i: nportance. Christians 
must be universally roused from their 
slumbers, and induced to take an active 
pat in this labour of love. We be- 
lieve, however, that the eflort will be 
made, and the enterprize accomplished. 
We trust that the vine thus planted in 
the rich soil of New-Eneland, will take 
deep root, and extend its branches far 
and wide: furnishing fruit for the inha- 
bitants of the whole land, and impart- 
inv an oceasional cluster tor distant na- 
wous We most since rely hope, that the 
Branch, which hangs over our nounde- 
tains, will not wither before the northern 
blast, nor decay fer want of nourish- 
ment: but that it will live, and-flourish, 
and bear its full proportion of healthful 
Jruit.

9. Public Contributions.—F rom this 
resource, if the practice recommended 
in the Constitution should become gen- 
eral, much may be expected. Suppose 
in every worshipping assembly, withia, 
the limits of this Society, the subject 
should be proposed and properly urged, 
on the last Sabbath in each year, and a 
contribution appointed for the next suc- 
ceeding Sabbath, would not a permanent 
and increasing revenue to the Society be 
the certain result ? In the congre gations, 
to which this measure was proposed the 
last winter, the sums collected varied 
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fom forty down to less than four dol- 
luvs. The average sum of all the con- 
(ibutions, however, which have been 
paid into thetreasury, is $11,47. Now 
should this measure be adopted in a hua- 
jred conyregations the next winter, and 
ihe average remain the same, more than 
deven hundred dollars would be collect- 
«l at once. And might we not hope, 
that thie influence of example, extending 
fom society to society, and from town 
to town, would annually increase even 
this large amount ?—Let the experiment 
be made. Let the FirsT SABBATH in 
the year be distinguished by this united 
act of Christian munificence, as well as 
by the peculiar solemnities of its devo- 
tional services. Let every member of 
every family, on that holy day, bring his 
gift to the altar; and, though * his leit 
hand know not what his right hand do- 
eth,” let him cheerfully cast his offering 
into the sacred treasury. 

6. Resolutions of Churches, to furn- 
ish the necessary means of support for 
some selected Beueficiary. ‘hough 
this measure will not directly add tothe 
funds of the Society: yet it will effectu- 
ally aid in accomplishing the object, for 
which the Society was instituted: and 
where it is pursued according to the pro- 
visions of the Constitution, it may be at- 
tended with the happiest consequences, 
both to the churches themselves, and to 
the youth whom they thus aid-by their 
charities and their prayers.—We are 
hap, y in being aule to state, that already 
one young man, under the patronage of 
the church to which he b- longs, has beeu 
examined aud approved by thie |X 
tive Committee; and we learn with pleas-

Like “the wise heart- 
ed women” of old, who * did spm with 
their hands, and brought that which they 
hadspun” to Moses for the Tabernacle ; 
these sisters in the church may thus help 
their brethern, who are building the 
spiritual house of the Lord.—Manufac- 
turers of cloth, hats, shoes,&c. who have 
a disposition to promote the obj ct of 
the Society, may conveniently do it, by 
appropriating a pertion of the fruit of 
their labour to this purpose. Produce 
likewise, committed to the care of the 
Special Agents, will directly or indirect- 
ly furnish board for the Beneficiaries.—- 
We may add, at the higher institutions, 
beds or stoves, to beloaned by the Spe- 
cial Agents to Beneliciarics, 
extremely useful; aud if given for this 
purpose, would essentially aid the cause 
of the Society. 

These are the principal resources, on 
which the Society depends, at present 
for funds; others, perhaps, may hereaf- 
ter be devised. But, ifthese alone should 
be immediately opened, to their full ex. 
tent, would they not be sufficient to ac,
